(Feb 96) — now how many times do | have to tell you how importantit is that you read this? 
Viz is putting out the entire series in paperback collections. Go and get it now. On the co- 
ed tip, Reality Check’, by Tavisha Wolfgarth and Rosearik Rikki, is a surprisingly likable and 
cute comic about a boy and his cat — | say “surprisingly” because on the surface it looks like another “furry” book; 
you know, the ones where the sexy cat-like girls have sexy romps etc, etc, barf, barf. But look past the cover and 
flip through the book before you put it back down — it's actually a cute, all-ages, sci-fi-with-cats adventure. Check 
out Tavisha’s cat-girl Catreece on the letters page. Cute, no? 

From the quarter bin: As | said last time, looking for crossover issues of the “mod” Wonder Woman led 
me to her appearance in Adventure Comics #397 (1970) in which Supergirl goes to Diana Prince's boutique for a 
new outfit — and now I'm hooked on Supergirl! She’s got a solid 40-issue-or-so run in Adventure Comics, followed 
by her first solo book (called Supergirl — you'd never have guessed, right”). The Adventure Comics are great—there’s 
basically three eras: the goofy post-50s-style stories — really sweet and fun, with Supergirl in her original dress; the 
revamped “New Supergirl” — obviously modelled on the “New WW” with freaky art by Mike Sekowsky and stories 
that deal with “social issues” (nice try anyway); and the post-“new”-Supergirl, with a new outfit every few issues — 
these are generally a return to the old-style stories, although they seem a lot more up-to-date. | like all three eras! 
Some highlights: #400 pits our girl against a female arch-villain, the Black Flame. Great villain(ess), and the most 
demented art..##397 not only introduces Kara's new look, but the back-up introduces her part-time nemesis Nasthalia, 
Lex Luthor’s niece. Can you believe it?! #410 leads off with another installment in the Nasthalia saga, follows that up 
with a reprint of “The Revolt of the Girl Legionnaires”, and wraps things up with a really cute story about a mini- 
super-girl!! The Supergirl comic is also pretty cool, especially when you add in the Zatanna back-ups in every issue. 
On the non-super-side of things, shortly after Supergirl graduates to her solo book, Adventure Comics begins to feature 
the (original) Black Orchid. Great costume, nice idea -- pretty rotten art. Worth about exactly a quarter. A few years 
earlier, issue #32 of Metal Men contains a somewhat cute (if very dated) story called “The Metal Women Blues,” 
in which each Metal Man gets female counterpart, and then the whole bunch has to fight the Robot Amazons. Jinkies! 
Recommended viewing: Just in case you'd like to catch a little television, here’re a few AG-approved 
cartoons...First and foremost, of course, is Sailor Moon, a Japanese import that's showing in syndication all over 
North America. A longtime favorite of mine, Sailor Moon is an adventure show featuring a team of five girls — some 
people think the show is too “girly”, but that’s exactly why | approve. Little girls like clothes, and get crushes, and 
do goofy things. | should know, | used to be one. The best portrayal of teen-age girls I've ever seen. The best portrayal 
of pre-teens would have to go to The New Adventures of Madeline (ABC) which is an adorable and faithful 
interpretation of the Ludwig Bemelmans character. Unfortunately, those losers took it off the air, but promise it'll 
be back on asa mid-season replacement.
